But  those  who  have  the  power  to  eacpreas  the 
cosmopolitan  point  of  view  with  effect— that  Is 
the  nations  of  the  world — arc  Imposing  tariffs 
jnd  Increasing  tariffs  already  imposed,  for  the 
purpose  of  circumscribing  or  limiting  trade  and 
keeping  it  within  national  bounds.  If  the  Im- 
perial Conference  adopts  the  policy  of  ^Ift  Cllif - 
dlan  Prime  Minister  there  will  be  freer  trade 
within  the  Empire  and  wider  markets  within 
what  may  be  the  greatest  single  economic  upit 
in  the  world.  If  the  Conference  does  ttiat  the 
result  will  be  not  the  narrowing  but  the  broaden- 
ing of  the  avenues  of  trade — a  long  step  in  the 
direction  of  what  the  critics  say  they  wSht,  free 
trade.  Under  existing  conditions  free  trade  In 
the  absolute  may  be  impossible,  but  freer  trade 
within  bounds  may  be  attainable. 

The  Wlnnipf'K  Tribune,  which  publishes  both 
the  ablest  and  the  most  liberal  editorial  page 
of  any  newspaper  in  Canada,  thus  describes  what 
it  correetly  dsiaglbgi  M  *Tho  drtro  on  Mr.  Ben- 
nett": 

Not  only  in  Canada  are  Mr.  Bennett's  political 
enemies  active.  They  have  extended  their  field 
also  to  Great  Britain,  endeavoring  to  weaken  his 

frestlgc  there  in  advance  of  the  forthOOaUag 
mperial  Economic  Conference. 

A  Toronto  profe.ssor,  for  example — a  man 
whose  name  is  libtie  known  in  Canada,  and  who 
enjoys  no  particular  standing  here — writes  to 
the  "New  Statesman"  an  article  which  is  mainly 
a  broadcast  against  Mr.  Bennett  and  his  policies. 
"The  only  hcxie  for  the  Conference,"  declares 
this  scribbler,  ^'is  that  Mr.  Bennett  may  undergo 
an  experience  similar  to  that  which  befell  St. 
Paol  on  the  road  to  Damascus.  But  the  age  of 
miracles  Is  past." 

What  are  they  tryinR  to  do''  Two  things:  If 
the  Conference  fail.s  to  achieve  all  that  is  hoped 
for  It,  they  want  to  place  in  the  public  mind  the 
thought  that  Mr.  UrnnctI 's  i)r(jtccLionism  is  to 
blame,  or  on  tho  other  hand.  If  the  Conference 
succeeds,  they  want  the  public  to  believe  it  is 
because  Mr.  Bennett  took  their  advice  and  re- 
versed all  his  previous  policies. 

niose  wholly  destructive  agencies  are  little 
conetmed  whether  the  Conference  succeeds  or 
falls.  On  the  whole  they  would  probably  rather 
see  It  fall,  in  order  that  the  Canadian  Prime  Min- 
i.ster  might  bear  the  greater  odium.  Patrlotl.sm 
has  no  place  in  their  calculat iim.s.  The  material 
welfare  of  the  nation  i.s  di.sregarded.  The  domin- 
ant de.'?ire  is  to  create  embarra.ssment  for  Mr. 
Bennett. 

Unfortunately  for  themselves  they  pay  also 
as  little  regard  to  logic  as  to  patriotism.  Has 
not  Mr.  Bennett's  course  been  clear  and  direct 
from  the  moment  he  took  offlce? 

When  be  took  office  in  IMO  he  was  very  much 
the  Canadian  statesman,  meeting  a  situation 
Canada  did  not  create  but  could  not  avoid.  Our 
markets  had  been  destroyed.  He  took  the  only 
available  means  of  meeting  the  conditions,  by 
the  policy  picture;;f|uelv  expre.s.s(-d  as  "blasting' 
a  way  into  foreiRii  market.s  It  was  precusely  the 
same  course  a.s  Great  Britain  adopted  exactly  a 
year  later  to  meet  the  same  set  of  conditions. 

When  Mr.  Bennett  took  oHlce  no  one  dreamed 
that  Great  Britain  would  so  speedily  reverse  the 
trade  policy  pursued  for  eighty  years,  establish 
tariffs  and  oven  tax  food.  But  within  a  month  or 
two  of  tho  time  he  formed  a  Government  Mr. 
Bennett  was  busy  on  the  policy  of  Empire  prefer- 
ences which  is  the  whole  basis  of  the  Conference 
to  be  held  in  Ottawa  this  month.  He  acted  in 
the  immediate  prnte<-ti(m  of  Canada's  interests 
When  he  first  developed  his  tariff  policy  He  has 
since  become,  not  merely  an  Empire  statesman, 
but  perhaps  the  leading  figure  of  the  Empire  to- 
day. 

That  is  what  really  underlies  the  attacks  his 

fiolltical  enemies  are  directing  against  him.  Their 
ear  is  not  that  the  Conference  will  fail— 
ore  in  fact  doing  their  best  to  ensure  that  r«ttlt. 
Their  fear  is  that  it  will  succeed,  that  It  will 
bring  the  triumphant  vindication  <rf  Mr.  Ben- 
nett's Empire  pofleits  aad,  iamhrei  In  tMl.  their 
own  destruction. 

NOT  YET  OUT  OF  THE  WOODfe 


Cdito^  have  found  out  by  experience  that  it 
is  next  to  Impossible  to  please  everybody.  There 
are  some  readers  of  The  Colonist  who  do  not 
like  the  chronicles  of  Mr.  Gordon  Sinclair;  but 
it  is  the  lone-establi.shed  policy  of  this  paper  to 
allow  critical  correspondents  the  utmost  latitude 
even  In  their  criticisms  of  Its  own  articles.

purchaser  also,  I  hope,  sir,  you  will 
grant  me  the  publicity  of  your  col- 
umns to  bring  It  to  the  notice  of  as 
large  a  circle  as  possible,  Bome 
good  may  re.sult,  and  If  so,  I  am 
confident  the  strawberry  IndUktry — 
qultfl  an  Important  thlog  tn  its  way 
to  Victoria— wlU  benefit.  It  Is  high 
time  the  subject  was  ventilated.  X 
refer  to  the  system  of  packing  the 
fruit  for  sale  In  boxes  and  crates, 
the  same  method  havinK  been  fol- 
lowed ever  since  I  had  aiuihinR  to 
do  with  strawberry  growing,  eleven 
years  (and  goodness  knows  how 
long  before  that— tlw  sysiem  prob- 
ably was  used  in  the  ark,  where 
room  was  at  a  pramlam). 

I  will  begin  by  stating  my  opinion, 
so  anybody  wlio  does  not  agree 
with  me  need  not  read  any  farther. 
My  thesis  Is  that  the  whole  method 
of  packing  kt  present  m  u.se  is  ab- 
solutely wrong:  It  is  an  unmitigated 
nuisance  to  grower,  picker  and  con- 
sumer; It  damages  a  lot  of  fruit, 
which  in  turn  damages  the  reputa- 
tion we  ought  to  hold  for  growing 
a  good  article.  It  is  a  silly,  biffden- 
some  absurdist  ol_no  bSWU  Xliat- 
ever  to  anybody,  aad  shouk!  luive 
been  given  up  Ofw  aga  I  have 
never  lieard  a  single  sensible  argu- 
meat  in  its  favor,  and  I  do  not  be- 
lieve such  a  thing  exists.  With  this 
blistering  indictment  I  will  go  on 
and  give  my  reasons  for  making  it. 

The  strawberry  Is  a  very  delicate, 
perishable  fruit,  which  will  not 
sUnd  rough  treatment.  It  wlU  not 
tolerate  squeealng  or  pressure.  If 
subjected  to  this.  It  showf  it— not 
Immediately,  but  ultimately,  and 
inevitably.  It  begins  to  get  dull,  to 
rot,  and  In  so  doing  it  communi- 
cates Its  troubles  to  adjacent  ber- 
ries, which  in  turn  show  the  same 
deterioration.  Whatever  method  of 
putting  up  for  .sale  Is  a<1iip;ril.  the 
best  is  the  otic  in  which  the  friUt 
gets  the  lea-sl  haiulluig  or  touching; 
the  worst  is  that  which  involves 
forcing,  squeealng  or  bruklag.  aad 
with  tlM  preeent  iiHsm  most  of  the 
fruit  is  Inevitably  so  treated;  It  is 
subjected  to  the  masimum  ill  treat- 
ment, and  an  Immense  aaaoont  of 
spoiled  berries  and  rtl6mll6fSl  tliiii 
naturally  follows. 

I  go  Into  town  during  the  fruit 
season,  and  yearly,  from  all  sides,  I 
hear  the  same  plaintive  wall:  "Why 
e«n't  we  get  good  strawbarrlss?  I 
bought  a  erate  yesterday,  and  it 
was  half  rotten.  I  wish  I  could  get 
strawberries  like  those  I  saw  at  so- 
and-so's  farm  the  other  day;  the 
stuff  1  .see  in  town  Isn  t  worth 
buying."  And  .so  on  and  .so  forth- 
constant  (■<  inplalnt.s  from  house- 
holder and  .storekeeper  alike.  As  I 
pass  the  frui'.  stores,  I  sometimes 
look  at  the  str;i\vberTles  displayed 
for  sale,  and  I  often  wonder  why 
the  haslth  inspector  does  not 
"pinch"  the  proprietors  for  selling 
soeh  garbage.  A  deCently  brought- 
up  pig  would  elevate  his  snout  at 
much  of  it.  I  am  sure  he  would 
not  enl  it  And  yet  thnt  .same  fruit 
was  piobably  fine,  glos.sy,  firm

Don't  pack  It.  and  fit  it,  and  Anger 
It.  and  arrauKe  it.  and  rearrange  it, 
and  alter  il  and  tlieu  perhaps  have 
to  empty  it  out  and  do  il  all  over 
again.  Just  drop  it  in  and  forget 
It.  And  make  the  crate  a  ht;li 
deeper,  so  that  If  nature  is  mis- 
guided enough  to  grow  an  extra  big 
berry  wtiich  sticks  up  aiwve  the 


edge  et  tbe  box  it  Is  not  absolutely  and  the  wnfallen  angels.

goes  on.  Ton  see.  it  dose  not  need 

an  XInsteIn  to  eolve  this  problem—

The  result  of  tills  would  t>e:  the 
fruit  would  not  be  spoiled  by  all 
this  fool  packing;  the  packer  could 
really  make  a  "stake."  Instead  of 
groveHag  la  a  hot  sun  aU  day  for 
a  wretched  ptttanoe  that  makes  any 
grower  with  an  atom  of  decency  tn 
him  ashamed  to  pay  it,  the  grower 
would  have  the  satisfaction  oi 
knowing   he   Is  sending   out  fruit 


Now  we  are  toki  there  are  both

Heat  applied  to  the  abeeces,  the 
removal  of  the  wastes  from  the  in- 
testine and  rest  In  bed  for  the  cold, 
the  use  of  ca.stor  oil  in  diarrhoea: 
the  placing  loRether  of  the  broken 
I  ends  of  the  bone  and  the  application 
of  a  splint,  are  the  simple  but  ef- 
lrvU\r  ways  that  are  used  to  help 
nature.  Without  these  human  aids 
you  can  readily  understand  how  the 
absosss  might  go  on  to  a  general 
poisoning  of  the  system;  the  cold  to 
bronchitis,  pneumonia,  pleurisy  or 
tuberculosis;  the  diarrhoea  to  a  .se- 
rious thinning  of  the  blood;  and 
the  broken  bone  to  an  actual  crip- 
pling of  tJie  individual. 

In  fact  it  must  be  admitted  that 
even  the  simple  ailments  first  men- 
tioned above  might  easily  cause  the 
death  of  the  Individual  were  It  not 
for  the  htmian  interference. 

However,  there  is  something  more 
than  physical  ailments  m  this  life  of 
ours.  There  are  the  ailments  of  the 
mind,  allmenUs  which  make  many 
individuals  unable  to  go  out  among 
their  fellow  human  beings  and  take 
their  natural  or  rightful  place. 

This  Isn't  due  to  any  lack  of 
brains;  many  ot  those  so  aflUoted 
would  rank  100  or  even  more  than 
100  per  esBt  in  a  mental  test. 

But  something  has  happened, 
i  keiy  In  early  childhood,  which  gave 
t  lem  a  slant  on  or  an  Idea  of  life 
that  Ls  not  like  the  slant  or  Mea  df 
the  majority  of  the  people. 

Now  just  as  the  physician  and 
surgeon  aid  nature  to  Inring  about 
the  best  results,  so  can  properly- 
qualiflwl  physicians,  dsrfymen. 
priests  and  other  laymen  often  help 
theee  mental  caeee  back  to  normal. 

Just  as  a  surgeon  finds  It  neces- 
sary to  open  "h  ibdomen  to  find 
tlje  exact  nri  ■  or  the  symptom.s 
and  so  bring  alKxit  a  cure,  ,so  do 
those  healiiiK  mental  cases  find  It 
necessary  to  go  down  deep  Into  the 
con.solous  and  unconscious  .self  of 
Uie  patient  to  find  the  caus«>  of  the 
mental  twist  or  noUoA  that  pre- 
vents the  Individual  being  like,  and 
Uving  with,  normal  people. 

In  former  days  it  was  often  dis- 
oovored  by  hypnotising  the  todi- 
vldual  and  thus  learning  these 
'inner  thoughts."  Nowadays  it  is 
done  by  careful  and  sympathetic 
questioning  When  It  is  brought  to 
light,  and  the  patient  kams  how 
.simple,  fixillsh  or  unlmjxjrtant  It  Is. 
he  is  about  ready  to  take  his  place 
In  the  world  with  normal  i  x>ple.
